Breeding and Breaking.

Having had an experience of nearly a half century In the breeding 
and breaking of colla. perhaps the reauIlH of I hat experience may be of 
interact to the readers of the Field, and poaalblyof come hen- nt. The 
Mibjoct Of aclontlflc breeding le one that la not generally ►tudiod. and 
only imperfectly nnderatoocf Neither ban it received the attention it 
decerve* from horaenieii. aud that i* neceaawry in order to improve our 
Htock. To bo able to breed with judgment and aocceca. require* long 
experience, minute observation, an Intimate famlllarilv with the ancea- 
try of different atrnlna.togetber with greut patience and oerneverunce. I 
think one of the chief poiula to he considered in breeding ia.for what kind 
of work la the animal intended, whether for draft family uac. or apeed. 
A borne should have not only perfection of form, *•!/.«. Btyle color and 
action, hut whould alao poaace* a prediapoaitlon to perform the work 
required. Without thla lunate property, mere beauty of color, or per 
fection of external form, however deairable in tbemaelveH. are hut aec- 
ondary couiidcratlona to practical ho semen The mare from which 
we propone to breed should ponne** a ntrong rohitit countltutlon. nhould 
have rather ragged hipa, line chiaied head, with a full eye, and wide 
between the Jowla alim neck, high wither*, depth of Hank good leg* 
nnd feet, and nhould he deep through the heart The stallion nboiild 
have the same points, aud come from ancestry of knowu and tested 
goodness in the work for which we intend the colt. Urcat care should 
be taken to select both parents havlog strong, vigorous constitntions, 
for we cannot reasonably expect to get a healthy profeny from weakly 
parents, no matter bow pure the strain may be. Color is of importance, 
oat should not be made paramount to these other points of excellence. 
It is necessary that wc should hr familiar with the ancestry of tne horses 
from which we Intend to breed. In order that wo may Judge whether 
they are likely to get colts, adapted by nature, to to speak, Tor the work 
which will he required of them. I should oever breed from a mare 
until she bad retried maturity.

Breeders wishing the 
colts ami fillies from their stallions to cuter in this stake must first snb- 
I scribe the price of a season towards the stake, as no colt or filly, unless 
the sire i» already represented can enter. The Stallion Stake will close 
j lst/if July, and the colt/aml fillies, now yearlings to enter at $U>0, play 
or pay. August 13th. This promises to bo uuu of the richest stakes ever 
run Iu the country, the full roudltloiis of which we will be able lo give 
lu our uext Issue, together with the amount to Ik* added to the stake by 
I the Association.

Many |icn<on« claim that the teas a Mich in interfered with the better 
the will do by her whelp-. Thin is true when the attention given 
amount* to interference with the maternal duties and carat, hut there 
an certain act* by which the comfort and well doing of the litter can 
be promoted, and to leavethese undone la slmplv to neglect the kennel. 

If the weather Is cold, and the kennel not provide*! with a stove,, by 
which the temperature cau be regulated, the bent place for the bitch •" 
an empty stall in a stable where horses or cattle are kept, ru* the heat 
gene rated from their bodies will counteract or prevent a chill, which Is 
frequently very Injurious to newly-born whelp**. The bod should he 
mum* In a looue box. which cun b« removed laier when Ihe puiw Ihsl’Iii 
to cniwl about. As noon aa the bitch hue wbelpwl. the entire beddlup 
upon which she has laid should be removed, aud the place thoroughly 
cleansed. A piece of old carpet or sacking should then bo tacked over 
the door, and a good bed of dry shavings supplied. The beueflt of the 
carpet Is that it affords the whelps a hold for their claws while suckling, 
which they canuot obtain upon hare boards, and without which th* y 
will push away the bedding and lie cold. 

In all litters there will be a marked difference in sine and strength 
between whelps, and the result is that the large strong ones will push 
away the weaker so that they caunot obtain sufficient nutriment. 1 his 
may be provided for by furnishing a foster mother for the weak ones; 
hut if the litter is small In number, or not beyond the power of the 
mother to sustain, the trouble or a foster mother can be avoided by re¬ 
moving the large pups as soon as they have tilled themselves ami giving 
the others a chance. The best way to do this Is to have a covered 
basket, well liued If the weatner is cold; place near the bed. and In his 
put om* lot of pupe wheu fed; fasten the lid down so that the bitch 
canuot take the pups out. and in a short time they will go to sleep and 
be comfortable for two or three hours, after which they can be changed 
for those which have meaullme been with the bitch. If care Is taken to 
change the whelps at proper iutervala, all will do well and each in¬ 
dividual secure the necessary nourishment. In speaking of the num¬ 
ber of whelps a bitch can properly care for, “Stonehenge" says: “ It 
muv generally be reckoned in flxfug the number which a hitch can 
suckle to advantage, that for every seven pounds in her own weight the 
bitch can do one well.” In changing the foster mother he gives the fol¬ 
lowing directions for inducing the hitch to accept the new whelps: “Get 
a warm basket. Put in It some of the litter iu which Ihe hitch aud her 
whelp have been laying: then take away all her own progeny, and to¬ 
gether with the whelps to be fostered. Pat all in the basket, mixing 
them so that the akius of the fresh ones shall be in contact with the 
hitch’s own pups, and also with the litter. Lot them remain lu this 
way for three hours, during which time the bitch should be taken out 
for an hours walk, and her teats will have become painfully distended 
with milk. Tbeu put all the pups in her nest, and carefully watching 
her. let her go hack to them. In ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
she will at once allow all to suck quietly; and i/ she licks all alike % she 
may be left with them safely enough; but if she passes the fresh oues 
over, pushing them on one side, she should be mazzlcd for twelve 
hours, leaving all with her. aud keeping the mingle on except while 
she is fed. or watched till she Is observed to lick all alike. On the next 
day all but one of her own puppies may be withdrawn, with an interval 
of an hour or two between each two. and taking care that she does not 
see what 1- done. After two days the Inst may he taken away, and ineu 
she acts to her foster puppies in every way the same as to her own.” 

For about two weeks the paps must be left entirely to the dam or 
foster-mother, but after this they may be fed with beueflt to themselvea 
and preparatory to weaniug. The food should be cow’s milk boiled 
and sweetened a little. Ir the finger is dipped In this, and placed In 
each pup’s month, they will soon learn to lap. after which they may be 
fed regularly three times a day, care being taken that they have not re¬ 
cently had access to the dam, aud filled themselves full. When it Is 
considered beat to wean the whelps, which ia usually about the sixth 
week, and hy which time they should take food readily when given, 
they should be separated altogether from the dam. This is an advan¬ 
tage In two respects; first, because that os the bitch loses her milk, It 
becomes stale and less healthful, and again that wheu the whelps do 
not suck at all. they sooner learn to take kindly to their new diet. In 
any ca**e they will almost invariably fall off in flesh, and to prevent this 
In :m injurious degree, “Stonehenge” urges the absolute necessity of 
what he calls “the cardinal element* of success,” via.; 1st. a warm, 
clean and dry lodging; ’id. suitable food; 3d, regularity in feeding; 4th. 
pro vision ol sufficient exercise. 

Iu selecting whelps from a Utter many men have rules of their own, 
but generally speaking, a good one to follow/is to take the largest and 
fullest whelps, for this condition is Indicative of strength of body and 
constitution which cannot fall In the absence of accident, to show fav¬ 
orably later In life. In choosing after the whelps have been named and 
are partly developed, more experience is necessary, as often those In¬ 
dividuals which are most overerown, large boned aud clumsy In appear 
much, tnrn out the best when fully matured, while those which take the 
e/e for their present beauty and perfection of outline, never advance 
iHvond it, and display their pup-form when adult animals. U>ok to 
•dope of head, comparative length of hack, shape and slope of shoul 
ders, form of hips, legs and feet, activity and apparent strength, bat do 
not be led In the error of supposing that because the largest pup is not 
comparatively awfictlve and strong as some of his brothers and sisters, 
he will necessarily always be so, for In many Instances this Is merely 
the event of over-growth, which a short time will remedy. 

Canine Note* from England.

We are getting now into the height of the season, the dog-show sea 
son i mean, of course, for all goon fanciers thiuk of none olher. The 
most important meeting of last week was that at Belfast, of the north 
of Ireland Dog Show Society, and In every way wo* It a success but 
financially, and there I fear they will balance up with a deficit. The 
quality of the exhibit* wa* on the whole very fair; while in those 
Haases peculiarly Hibernian to-wtt: red Irish setters, water spaniels, 
and greyhounds were beyond comparison. In champion Irish setters 
which were judged single-handed by Mr. John Walker, of Halifax, old 
Palmerston, the undefeated, beat Woddlngton's Shoot and Erwin's 
Ita-Lo.both well known specimens. In the open class, Major Richardsou 
took first with Dick, the dog that Mr. I»rt refused to Ipok at at Bir¬ 
mingham, iu conseoueuco of his having on a muzzle. Iu make, shape, 
color, and other Irish setter properties, Dick certainly hn* no superior, 
not even in Palmerston. We know many good sportsmen who are of 
opinion he is the best dog In England, aud that the muzzle should not 
stand so fully to his detriment a* to entirely put him out of competition. 
A muzzle Is certainly no ornament to any but a keeper's or a watch 
dog, much lees to a shpotiog dog, whose character should he frank and 
open, obedient and affectionate, and trusting as welt as trusty. His 
gallant owner assures me, however, that at homo the dog Is as gentle os 
a pet lamb, and only displays his temper when on the bench; very pos¬ 
sibly this is owing to his having boen reared on the mountains, without 
sufficient company, either human or ranine, to have bent his mind Into 
a sufficient social turn. Second to Dick came Mr. Darling’s Shot, • 
setter, down to the ground with a sweet head and neck set outo dee 
•loping shoulders; hla chest Is like that of a greyhound, showing Wei 
for speed; his hocks are wall let down, and his stifles are beautifully 
bent—a most Important feature in any breed of setters, as It enables ■ 
dog to drop or crouch so much more gracefully and quickly. 
Ills color is also beyond criticism. When I write this t fancy some Ameri¬ 
can sportsman may enquire when he reads it, “what color, friend ‘Car 
actacns,’ Is that, which in yonr opinion. Is beyond criticism?’’ and so 1 
will anticipate the qnestlon and answer it. A red Irish setter should 
be of the very deepest, richest, brightest red that nature can paint 
them. Some call It blood red; some call It cherry, and others liken It to 
the atain of fruity port, but they all mean the same tiling, U Is the hue 
of the red stag or tbs European tqulrrel highly intensified ; like refln >d 
gold, double gilt, or a Illy painted white; there must be no black hair 
down the hack or sides, and os little whits os possible, that Is, oti a 
red Irish ntlcr. There Is another strain of setter which some 
claim to be as pure aud unsullied as the red, or even inoro so; and these 
are red and white, or, a* they would !m« more fitly called, white and 
red. the former color largely predominating. Bear lti mind, please. that 
these are totally different breeds, aa distinct as a Gordon and a Lfi*Cf 


k or an Invereak aud a Yorkshire, and are never so 
Tossed, or rather never should be. The red of these 
•pled’’ dogs is not nearly so deep a* on the others, aud JMM \t 
never appears as pale os ihe orange on a clumber spaniel. For setter 
properties, make and shape, dash. go. and blood-llke appearance. It Is 
turtle to tripe ou the reds, though I fancy the others bavo the poll in 
stamina, and are possibly easier to break. They are likewise more boun 
tlfally furnished in bone, and on this account would. 1 feel confident. 
Improve ihe beautiful but “sheIlly’’ Uveracks. Would any enterprising 
breeder only make a trial. The red setters should he as free k fr °m "hlte 
as possible*’ Just a snip on the forehead and a few white hairs on 
the chest being allowed ; Indeed a white blaze up the face and a deal of 
It mixed on the toes would he overlooked In a really good dog In other 
particulars. The correct thing however. Is to breed them 
am flattered to sec that the lion.

In the champion class, which Is Intended 
peclslly for specimens that have previously taken throe first or more— 
catnc Mr. Morton’s famous Shamrock, Mr. Blalr’n Wallace and one 
called Tara; the latter was not nearly class enough to engage with either 
of the others, aud was consequently put back: but the quality of the 
other two was so groat aud so even that it was a most difficult task to 
decide between them; In saying It was a difficult task, I 
speak feelingly, for with me rested the honor aud re¬ 
sponsibility of the flat. Wallace has the most beautiful and perfect 
coat It was ever iny good luck to see. It carls crisp and close like a 
curly retriever, and eutirely fro* from dirt or tangled felted hair, in 
which respect Shamrock was a perfect disgrace, ana deserved a whip¬ 
ping ou this account from far inferior specimens to Wallace, whose only 
deficiencies lie In hla head, which is coarse by comparison. He is too 
heavy about the muzzle, and lacks that open glance and arch Inquisi¬ 
tive eye so characteristic of the breed, and which is so pronounced In 
Mr. Morton’s Shamrock. Some mogulficeot puppies were shown, the 
principal winners being os usual Dr. Whitla aud Mr. Morton, the for¬ 
mer winning also lu open dogs and open hitches, the former with Larry 
Doolau, nudthe latter with Cushla. ... . . . 

Greyhounds are another breed to be found In the highest perfection lu 
the country around the groat linen metropolis, aud this year r gather¬ 
ing was universally admitted to he the finest ever brought together. 

The all aged dog class numbered fil, mostly of the very blithest class 
that could be conceived. After a very careful examination the pride of 
place was awarded to an English dog owned by Mr. VN odlngton, a large 
sized dog and powerful, yet raclog like and full of quality, with a deeo 
aud sloping shoulder, and feet knuckled up and close as a cats. It 
was admitted on all sides, even by “the boys.’* that he well deserved his 
honor, os many found when he afterwards met the winner 
In the bitch class (Dolly Varden) for the challenge cup 
given lost year by L/»rd Waverly for the best greyhound of all classes 
In the show, to oe won two years running. Last year, when she wou 
this cup, she was certainly shown to perfection; but ou the present oc¬ 
casion did not appear in her best from. However, condition or no con¬ 
dition she Is the best greyhound bitch, as far os outward appearance is 
concerned -and that Is what a Judge can go hy at a bench show -that 
ever looked through a collar. She Is a handsome, bright yellow-brlu- 
dle. medium iu stature, and four years old. , . . 

The Sapling C'lass was well filled, and is not at all unlikely to have 
contained the future winner of a Waterloo. 

Retrievers and Field Spaniels were badly represented: but there were 
some of the best Pointers extant. Mr Morton’s celebrated champion 
Shot, a lemon aud white of the most foshlouable stamp aud breeding, 
took first easily in the Champion floss; and was subsequently pur¬ 
chased hy Geo. 11111 Adorns. Ksq.. the honorable secretary, as well as a 
ipleudld hitch and pups from the same keunel. American sportsmen, 
.dease make a note of the fact, for Mr. Adams Is In every way a gentle¬ 
man and a man of honor. , _ . 

Fox Terriers were not up to English form; hut Bull Terriers, White 
English Hoodies and Irish Terriers were up to the average. In Ball 
Terriers Mr. W. Murray bos for some time past held the lead with two 
exquisitely pretty specimens, pare white and well up to the standard 
of perfection. Be It remembered that the Bull Terrier stan¬ 
dard Is a very arbitrary and difficult one to arrive at. and 
that specimens anywhere approaching that perfection are rare as they 
are beautiful. The common short-faced, large eyed, under hung, coarse- 
eared. llppy bull aud terrier that Is to be met with at every street corner 
Is one thing. A show bull terrier of spotless white, with along V 
shaped head, small eye. level mouth, and well cropped ear is another. 

8t. Bernards. Mastiffs and Newfoundlands produced good winners, 
all of them, but sadly deficient material behind. The “Caractacus chal¬ 
lenge enp,*’ given bv myself for the best mastiff or 81. Bernard in the 
show, was won hy my uamesake, Caractacus, a very grand English 
mastiff owned by Mr. John Stuart, of Glasgow.

Newfoundlands equally well represented in the ornamental brigade, 
speaking of Newfoundlands, might I enquire of anyone on the United 
States side, whether or not the genuine breed bos dew 
claws behind like a 8t. Bernard? because we find hero that 
some are born with and some without. St. Bernards, we 
insist should have double dew claws, because they are supposed to bo 
W"riters on the snow, and that the spread fool and supplemental toes 
prevent them from sinking. The Newfoundland has always, when of a 
massive a' d handsome exterior and noble demeatinr, been a groat favor¬ 
ite In this country. hut unfortunately no one appears to hxvufgiven 
them much study. The mastiff, the St. Bernard and other large varie¬ 
ties are studied on every side, and there are mauy breeders who have 
a Urge stock farm of them and find a ready sale for produce of all ages, 
hut I have never known anyone go In f"r Newfoundlands beyond one 
or a couple, or at most three. 1 can only account for It by fancying 
they are not sufficiently understood, and 1 am sure any Information re¬ 
specting them would be appreciated by hundreds of my brother fan- 
c j ar4 • Caractacus.

The Crystal Palace Eighth Kennel Club Show opened on Saturday. 


<»d) and will continue for the 0n*l three day* in the preaent week. The 
totnl number of entrlee l« I HO, and with hnr lew exception! the quality 
rangva very high, and afford* ample uvtdenre that the eff-rt* of breed 
era nave neither been misdirected or misapplied. This yeirthe show 
was held in a large canvass house, specially erected for the pnrpoee, as 
the portion of the palace hitherto made use of. is being adapted to some 
other purpose. I am sorry for this, because canvass Is not the best pro¬ 
tection for a valuable collection of dogs aud young purples such ns are 
here gathered from every corner of the Queen's domains, to say noth 
Ing of the rows of foreign dogs. Ia cnee Ihe weather should prove on 
Its best behavior.’all well and good; but if H turns out cold and wot, or 
the wind comes sharp and cutting from the East, there Is no telling how 
roach loss and damage may ensue. Everything, however, was done for 
the comfort of the exhibit*, as well a* for their owners’ convenience 
that was practicable, and I ueed hardly say with such a courtly aud effl 
cleat Hon. Sec. as Mr. Geo. Lowe, and so able and experienced a 
manager as Mr. John Douglas, everything that they were responsible 
for passed off In the moot satisfactory manner. My readers most take 
It for granted that the dogs were well benched and 
littered, and bountifully supplied with meat and drink; and I will 
cufleavor to give a description of the Crystal Palace Dog Show 
on the Judging day. It is a vory long day. commencing at early dawn 
with the keepers and helper* feeding and grooming their dogs, and the 
“redcaps,’’ as the keepers on the staff are styled, clearing aud tidy¬ 
ing up the benches and receiving the late arrivals by the early morning 
trains from long distances; hy 10 a. ». all Is In order and waiting for 
the.

up in the pottery country.” the tall handsome John Boll who is giving 
the others the benefit of his opinion, la Mr. Bevill, the 
President of the bull dog club: the hobby or his life has 
been to Improve the bull dog up to bla Ideal standard, but be has not 
yet succeeded, aud never wijl. Real fanciers never do; their ideal, es¬ 
pecially lo bull dogs, being so very extensive. The horsey youth with 
the loud suit listening to him with such severe admiration Is a young 
gentleman of fortune, who has entered Into the spirit of the thing, with 
so keen a zest and so ample a pocket, that If he has ouly patience 
enough, aud courage to bear up against the annoyance aud dlsappoiut 
meats that are turn to beeet the tyro. Is sure to make a good and ardent 
fancier. The next lot are shooting meu; be of the tell, stern figure, and 
finely moulded feature*.

The chief of their party, with the 
h trow colored mousuche end the rich brogue, le the popu ur Honorable 
SocreUry of the Cork mid South of Ireleud Dog Show Society, and « 
lolly dog le he. Ae the fox terriers are In the ring, Mr. 8. W. Smith, 
late of Beckbury, la eure not to be far away; nor doe. he want mnch 
dndlng. It would he a monatron. big bottle of bay. In which he could 
be loet. Kancy a man about 20 atone, and ae like ‘Bluff King llal aa if 
hla portrait out of the National (Jallery had been suddenly turned into 
#e»h and blood, and there you have 8. W. Smith, the great fox terrier 
breeder. The antiquated bundle of old dothea, with the well worn 
*atch»l over his shoulder, and surmounted with a wide awake that 
look* like an Impromptu list mode out of an elephant s ear bleached Is 
old Klngdon, who has for mauy years been sorely affile ten with inas- 
tiff on the hreln, and who keep, a Kennel of doge iu imagination, If not 
In reality—which he will tell you with a faqjtaa loDgae a mare a baby, 
are too valuable for exhibition. A pity the greenhorn* who purebaee 
hla aurplua Block do not think ao too. It la, however leea ae a fancier 
than aa an "agitator" that Mr. Klngdon la fumed, hat hi* wrillug* un- 
generally eo vapid and bo thoroughly iueomprohenalble that ill* seldom 
more than half a dokoo lines arc waded through; however, if his ecrih- 
bllDg does uo good, it pleases him and does no harm to anybody. Here 
comes Mr. Shlrly. member for Monaghan, chairman of the kennel club, 
and one of the leadlug shot* of Hurllughain; let us hope his days may 
l»o long and happy, for he la oue of our staunchest fanciers aud best

Those fellows lounging about Inside the ring, comfortably seated, 
while others have to stand, chatting and smoking and apparently taking 
no Interest in anything at-all but their own nonsense, who are they? 
The “press gang.” the knights of the slippery pencil. . . 

There are several well-knowu lady fancier* about but It would hardly 
be safe to take liberties with them, becuuse they might ikely get hold 
of this very inane, and “Caractacus” might meet a * Hoodie! i, who 
would, perchance, lay her dog whip around his unlucky hack. 

To some portion of iny readers, however, a quiet walk rouud the 
benches will be something of a treat for though the total number of 
entries Is not quite so large a* last year, the variety and quality is suf¬ 
ficient to rivet the attention of all true lovers of mao’s best friend. 

It is scarcely necessary to record the fact that the exhibition 1* of a 
high character, aud well attended; but lu case you should thiuk.fit to 
enter Into statistics or give a detailed list or the numerous winners and 
degree takers, I have forwarded damp from the pres* an official cata¬ 
logue, with the various awards duly marked In the margin 

Entering the spacious marquer we find on our extreme right, a long 
lane of bloodhounds, mastiffs and St. Bernards, and u magnificent sight 
they present. Should the visitor be of an imaginative turn of mind, It 
Is not unlikely he might fall into an interesting reverie in front of 
them, until startled by some unexpected demonstration on the port of the 
bull dogs oconpyjo.*; uncomfortably close quarters, to a nervous person, 
to the rear. Glancing ut the uoble proportions and fine head and open 
countenance .of the winning St. Bernard, attentively raised In a charac¬ 
teristic listening attitude, all the romance he ha* roa-l of benighted 
Alplno travelers whit ruth readily hack to his mlud. In like manner 
the woolflab apt>eHr*pco of Fevernl half reclaimed specie* would remind 
him of gulopping for near life over frozen river* aud deserted forest* 
whilst the bloodhounds would conjure up visions of feudal ca*tles and 
felted knights, enveloped In an endless sea of tragical mystery. 

Returning, however, to the serious buslnes* of the show, wo find the 
classes formoodbouud* excellent, 8t. Bernards better than ever, and 
naatiff*, though under th* mark In number, represented by some 
Wonderful, by some extra charming specimens notably Mr Harris’ 
Shah sod his own brother Caractacus, so named out of compliment to 
your humble servant. Of collie* and sheep doga there probably never 
waa^dch a glorioilu show. The principal feature here was the defeat of 
the Sensation dog, the winner at Maidstone, for which 

Mr. Blttnner gave the. sum of £80 and refused filial. Setter* 
are unquestionably the best aud largest collection ever got together. 
Including a full representation of every variety from Palmerston, tire 
red Irish champion, and old Blue Prince, down to the handsome, but 
slow aud pottering hlack-oud inn. Here is the champion Rock; next 
Mr. Bowers' beautiful Bandit, and Jock, the latter not for competition, 
having formerly been tbe property of Mr. Lort, who Is on the present 
occasion filling the poet of Judge, and a host of others equally merito¬ 
rious. Much a grand display la a high compliment. I tazo It, to Mr. 
Lort, who Is a very popular judge. Fox terriers, too, were In Immense 
force; another proof that the Judge wa* himself well placed. Many or 
the greyhounds were of superexcellence, and I am rattier proud that 
the judge (Mr. Warwick, the celebrated courting Judge) should have 
selected aa second to the champion Lauderdale, the voung dog I placed 
first when Judging a few days ago at the great North of Ireland show. 
The deerhound* were admirably well Judged. Col. Urereton s Bran get¬ 
ting first In dogs, and Luna, the Alexaudft Palace aud Maidstone win 
nef, a similar position among the hitches. As the mall, like Old Time, 
wal * for no mao. and I have to addre-* a wrapper. I must abruptly 
come to a full stop; hut before doing so. beg to enclose a few hairs cut 
off the able of my old champion. Palmerston, the best Irish rod seller 
that ever lived, In order that you mav yourself describe Its particular 
hue lu your own word*, as ae answer to those correspondent* who I so 
often fee making the enquiry as to what particular shade the red of the 
Irish seller dog should he You will he able at all event* to satisfy 
them.

LAST DAY AT JEROME PARK. 

The American Jockey Club have been very fortunate in 
the matter of weather. While the West 1ms had an unpro- 
pilious season during the past two weeks for the sports of 
the turf, causing postponement from day to day, the turf- 
loving community of New York have been enjoying their 
regal meeting at Jerome Park uninterruptedly, with im¬ 
mense attendances greeting the management. The rich 
programmes offered provide amusement and recreation, as 
owners and trainers respond warmly to these great invita¬ 
tions. 

Avast crowd took advantage of the superb weather on 
Saturday, June 17th. It was just the kind to make hor¬ 
ses run fast, and the hill which overlooks Jerome Park, and 
which is well shaded, was well patronized by the “free 
list" til an early hour. The club-house balcony was 
thronged throughout the afternoon, and the immense grand 
stand had its full complement of the richly-dressed fair 
ones. 

The first race on the programme was a dash of me mile, 
for three-year-olds, which have not won Ihis year, for a 
purse of #300. Three started, and Woodland, by Bay 
Dick, was the favorite, the others selling at low figures. 
The race was a disappointment to the knowing ones. Am¬ 
bush being the winner. The rider of the favorite was 
charged with dishonest practices, and considerable growi¬ 
ng was the result. The interest in the race was centered 
at the finish, when Barbee on Ambush came |\vith a rush, 
Lcuraittglon second, bolting across the track, and the fielder 
came home successfully, the winner; Leamington second, 
three lengths ahead of Woodland. 

The second race on the card was the Centennial Stakes, 
for all ages, two miles and three-quart era, which closed 
with twenty-two original nominations, of which only three 
came to the post, Mr. G. L. Lorillard’s Tom Ochiltree bud the 
call in the betting; Acrobat second choice,Olitipa nearly even. 
To the bluff the race was a mere hand gallop; on the lower 
turn the pace was quickened, aud at the stand Acrobat led 
three lengths, Tout Ochiltree the same distance in front of 
Olitipa. In this order they were positioned through the 
heat, until reaching the three-quarter pole, when Tom 
Ochiltree made a dash for the lead, securing a clear open 
length in front of Acrobat, Olitipa a length behind, Ochil¬ 
tree reaching the wire a length the winner. The net value 
of the stakes were $3,550. 

A match steeplechase, distance three-quarters of a mile, 
followed. Several very stiff jumps were taken in, and Mr. 
Lawrence's Resolute proved the winner. The fourth race 
was for tlie consolation purse of $503, for horses that have 
not won a race at the meeting; distance three-quarters of a 
mile, for which four faded the starters, viz: Auslraiind, Pera, 
Waco, and Cyril. Pera was a warm favorite, selling against 
the others us a field. The race which was closely contested, 
lay between Pera and Auslraiind, and terminated in a dead 
beat; Waco was third, three lengths behind the leaders; and 
and about as much in front of Cyril. For the deciding beat 
Peru still sold the favorite; it resulted after a beautiful 
struggle, iu favor of Australind by half a length. This was 
hard on the makers of favorites, us Australind had sold for 
almost nothing in the pools. 

The fifth race was a free handicap sweepstakes $25 each, 
with $309 added; fine mile and an eighth. Of the live that 
came to the post. James A, was made the favorite, the oth¬ 
ers selling well up, and averaging the same rates, and a 
deal of money was wagered. The dash was rua in 2:09, 
the favorite winning easily. Egypt second, n neck in front 
of Huckleberry. The hack race-which followed created no 
interest outside of the immediate friends who hud entries; 
Mr. Purdy winning by four lengths from Mr. Griswold. The 
only notable circumstance in connection with this race, was 
an accident which happened to Mr Centre, and might have 
ended fatally. By carelessness, his mare ran against the 
rails and fell, giving her rider a severe shaking. 

Tbo handicap steeplechase, which dosed the events of 
the meeting, was watched with intense interest. The dis¬ 
tance was about two miles and a half, and live horses came 
to the post. All the horses look their jumps well, with the 
exception of Warlike, who fell at the last hurdle, his rider

A great many Ititds fell dead out of bounds, 
being carried over hy the wind.”

Id accordance with the call for the reorganization of the Illinois 
SUlc* Sportsmen's Association, the delegate* from the cluha responding 
lo the call, assembled In the Audubon Club l oom* on Tuemtuy lust, at 
2 o'clock. Mr. Chan. B. Pelton, President of the orgaulxutiou, after 
(Milling the meeting to order, delivered the following address: 

CttntUmtn of ttu Staff Sporftmtn't Auociafion: 

In calling this Convention to order. It is with regret that I seo so small 
• number of our member* present, bnt am much pleused to nee 
go muuy of our brother sportsmen— member* of tbe local clubs 
of the State, hut not now inerulK'ra of this association 
-hero to-day, who have come here at the invitation of 
the officers of Ibis Association, to assist us la reorganizing and 
carrying forward the work for which the State Association was formed* 

And now, gentlemen, delegates from the local clubs of the State who 
are present In nuower to our invitation. In behalf of the State Associa¬ 
tion. and In behalf ot the*local clubs of tbe city of Chicago, I extend to 
you all a hearty welcome to our convention. 

ll Is but a few years since the subject of the protection of the game 
birds in the State first attracted the attention of our sportsmeu, and 
but three years since our State organization wus formed to that 
end. Experience has demonstrated that, under the system adopted, the 
purposes Bought have been bot partially realized; that tbe laws of the 
State, touching the kllliug of game when Improper so to do, are but 
indifferently obeyed ; that, with the exception of a few localities, in the 
immediate viclntty of local clubs, now few in number, no prosecution 
of offenders ha* boeu had; and that, although the State Association, 
through Its officers at Chicago, have Mlopped from transportation through 
the city to Eastern market*, large quantities of game unlawfully killed 
and shipped, and have prosecuted with success many commission men 
and consumers, still the work required for the successful preservation 
of onr game birds bus been but partially accomplished. 

For our purposes, it Is not necessary forme to state, iu addressing 
you, tbe necessities for, or reusoua why, we desire to prevent the exter¬ 
mination of game; nor why we desire to increase thu varieties and 
numbers of the different useful game and other birds and fish in our 
State. The reasons are familiar to every one of us. But It is a recog¬ 
nized fact that, unless radical means are early taken, our fields and 
covers, and our marshes and streams will not long furnish pleasure to 
our sportsmen or luxuries to our tables. 

Iu view of the necessities of the work, there will he submitted to yon 
at this convention a plan for the reorganization of the Association, upou 
the «:Inb-ropre*entotlon plan—a plan which has proved most efficient iu 
other States, and which cannot fail to accompllah better res a Its with us 
than we have obtained. Under such reorganization, with proper effort, 
subordinate clubs may be organized In uvery county and principal 
town In the State; and those clubs should secure a* members not only 
those who now love to commune with Nature with the gnu and dog, or 
with the rod, us companions, hut alto the great army of our farmer 
frieuds, whose Interest it la—not to drive from their lands the sports¬ 
men who, for recreative purpose, inay be, perhaps, seeming trespass¬ 
ers- but to assist us in tbe work we wi*b to accomplish. 

The laws of tbe State ueed careful revision. Insectivorous and song 
birds should he protected at all eeasons; the open season 
for snipe and the close season for woodcock, and perhups 
for pinnated grouse, should be extended; and the means for 
detecting and punishing offenders should bo Increased. 

Tho interests of our farmer friends should also he better protected. 
Offenses against their rights, or injury to their property, should be 
noted and punished; and then we may hope to secure from their ranks 
our strongest allies and co-workers. 

The streams of our State should also he stocked with vitriolic* of fish 
suitable to our waters, and, as in our Eastern States, the people of this 
State will reap advantages, in a very few years, that will many times 
compensate for the expense created. 

But It Is not necessary to make extended remarks upon thu subjects 
kindred to onr business. We all realize tbe importance of the work 
before us, and It requires but a strong organization and efficient work 
from our local clubs to make our Bute the paradise of onr sportsmen 
for all time to come. 

At tbe conclusion of the President's address, Mr. J. o. Pierson, of the 
Evanston Gun Club, was appointed Secretary, pro fern. 

Mr. B. C. Waller offered a resolution, which was adopted, admitting 
the visiting delegates to participate in the proceedings of the meeting. 

The minutes of thu last two meetings were read by the ’secretary, and 
approved. 

Mr. Waller, Chairman of the Executive Committee, reported that dar¬ 
ing the last Winter many cases of unlawful sale of gamo had been 
prosecnted. 

The Secretary read the following: 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article. I —This association shall be known as the •‘Illinois State 
Sportsmen's Association." 

Art. II.-Tbe objects for which this Association Is formed are the 
•ccnring of proper legislation for the protection of game, birds and fish 
daring the seasons when it is Improper to pursne or to kill them; the 
encouragement of our citizens In their efforts to increase the varieties 
and numbers of our game, birds uud fish; and the organization and en¬ 
couragement of subordinate associations or cloh* for lho vigorous aft 
forceraent of all laws against the killing, sale or shipment of nuy such 
game, birds or fish. 

Art. III.—This Association shall be composed of five delegates from 
each of the organized clubs that have been admitted to the convention 
forming this constitution, and from such other clubs as shall hereafter 
be legal)v admitted. 

Art. IV. Anv sportsmen a association or club In the State, organized 
for the protection of wild birds or fish, or for the enforcement of laws 
against the killing of either of them, may become members of this nano 
elation upon written application being made, accompanied by a copv of 
iu constitution, and a list of Its officers, upon a majority vote of the 
board of directors being had to admit snch association or cinb. 

Art. V.— Sbo l. Tbe annual dues from each subordinate association 
or cloh shall be tan dollar*, payable In advance. And each association 
or cinb shall also be liable for an assessment not to exceed ten dollar* 
In any one year, said a*aes*inent only to be made upon vote of tha asso¬ 
ciation at a regular or special meeting 
Kno. * Any association or cluh being In arrears for duee or assoaa 
(Rents, shall not l>e entitled to a vote at the uuuual convention, nor shall 
auv member of any snch association or cinb he entitled to contend for 
priaca offered by this association. 

Amt. VI. Sec. 1. The ofilter*of this association shall b«i a President, 
a Klrat Vice-President, a Second Vice President, a Recording hccrtiiary, 


a Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer, a Board of Director*, consisting 
of five members and a law committee, consisting of three members. 
The President First Vico President, Second Vice President, Recording 
Secretary, Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer, shall be elected by 
ballot. The President snail appoint the Board of Directors aud the Law 
Committee, and shall he ex-omcio a member of each body. 

Sec. 8. Thu first election of officers shall he held immediately upon 
the adoption of this constitution, and the officera then elected shall re¬ 
spectively hold office until the close of the next annual couveutlou. and 
until their successors are respectively elected or appointed, aud there¬ 
after ahntl be elected at the annual meeting.

R. Tbe Law Uoinmltte shall have charge of all mutter* pertain¬ 
ing to legislation, and to the enforcement of the laws of the State 
againat the unlawful killing, selling or shipment of game, wild birds 
and ll*b in the Statu They shall as early ns December iu each year 
prior to assembly of the Legislature of the State, review the law* effect¬ 
ing this association and It* purposes, and if they find any modification* or 
changes necessary or advantageous, address to each subordinate u*«ocio- 
l.ion or club, a circular or letter, folly setting forth the proposed change 
and urgiugthem to assist in securing the noce**ary legislation to secure 
thu same.

RULES FOR TRAP SHOOTING. 

Rt't.Bl. All matehes shall he shot from II nnd T plunge or ground 
traps, unless otherwise agreed upon The traps shall h« set five yard* 
apart. Thu Hsu, nt *ingle bird snooting, shall In- tweuty-onc yarns: nt 
double bird *hooting. eighteen vards. Tbe boundary at single bird 
shooting shall be Ht» yard*; double bird shooting, one 
hundred yard*; measured from a |Milnt cun! distant from, 
aud In a direct line between the two center trap*. \\ hen flag* or mist* 
have bmn set. pot to exceed I Wanly five vards apart, mm Indicating the 
boundary, they shall Ik- recognize*! as being correctly measured; and in 
all cmm of dispute the referee shall declare any bird a* a |o*t bird, 
which shall be wholly out of n direct lluu from the two nearest ting* or 
posts. 

KttLB 8. Two judge* and a referee *hall be nppolutud before thu 
shooting commence* The Judges and thoirefurec shall,appoint a 


shot judge. One jmlgu shall call the shooter to tbe score, and shall act 
for hitn-watching his interest under these rules. The other jndge 
shull watch aud claim all infringements of these rules by Urn shooter 
calling the attention of the referee to any infringement of them; and 
shall, in all cases where there Is any doubt as to a bird being a dead 
bird, require thu shooter, or his gatherer, to bring thu bird to the ref¬ 
eree at the score. Thu Judge shall call thu attention of the referee, and 
not of the shooter, to any supposed error of the shooter; as in case of 
not holding guu properly, not standing at score, etc.; and the referee 
shall call the shooter's attention, prior to shooting. If possible. 

Kt'i.x 8. Thu charge of shot snail not exceed one and one-fourth 
ounces, us measured in a Dixon's standard No, 1,10ft or No. 1,1117 
measure struck off. The shot judge shall examine nue or more of the car¬ 
tridges of ail contestants prior to their use; and if they coutaiu more shot 
than above specified, the shooter shull obtain other cartridges; and such 
cartridge* as have been accepted bv thu shot judge shall not be liable to 
after challenge. All contestants shall keep such cartridges at the stand, 
itu.Hr to the score, and shall remove only one in single bird shooting, or 
two In double bird shooting, us maybe required for immediate use. and 
shall use no other. Anv contestant, who shall load from any others 
than those which have been accepted by the shot judge, shall forfeit all 
rights In tbe coutest. 

Rule 4, (tons shall not be loaded before going to tbe score; and In 
single Idrd shooting, hut one barrel shall be loaded. Mis fires, if not 
caused by the negligence of the shooter, shall not operate against him. 
Breech-loaders shall not be considered as loaded, until the breach aud 
barrel are closed; muxzle loaders, not until the gun has been capped. 

Rt'LK 5. When a person is at the score, and ready to shoot, he shall 
call “pull." when the puller ahull immediately release the bird or birds. 
Bhould tlie bird or birds not take wing immediately upon pulling the 
trap or traps, the shooter may declare "no bird." In case a bird has 
token wing, and alights prior to being shot at, the referee shall deter¬ 
mine whether another bird, or pair of birds, he 
given or not. Iu double bird shooting, both traps shall be 
sprung, and both birds must take wing, simultaneously; and both 
birds must be on the wing when tbe first Is shot at. If both birds are 
killed with one barrel, they shall be -cored as dead birds. Birds may 
be made to take wing by pulling a cord, having on it any artificial 
means for alarming the bird; but the same shall he used tiniformeriy. 
for each contestant. No other means shall be used to make a bird 
take wing. In single bird shooting, should more than any one trap he 
opened at a time aud both birds taking wing, the shooter may take a 
bird or not, at his pleasure. If he shoots, a bird mnst be scored. 

Ht’t-B 6. The gun shall he held with the butt below the elbow from 
the time thu shooter calls “pull," until a bird take* wing. Should the 
trap or traps he pulled before the word pull is given, the shooter may 
lake thu bird or birds or not; but if he shoots, the bird or birds shall be 
scored. Iu tournament or club shooting, hut a single puller shall bu 
allowed to a squad ; and the puller shall pull as nearly uniform as possi¬ 
ble. Iu single match shooting, each contestant may have his own 
puller. 

Rule 7. A bird being shot at while on the ground, or on a trap, and 
killed, the referee shull decide “no bird.” and allow another bird. Any 
bird shot at and missed, shall be declared a lost bird. In case of 
throwing up a dead bird, it shall be declared a* “uo bird," hit or 
missed. 

Kulk 8. If auy bird shall fiy so that to shoot at It would endanger a 
pcrsonorproperty.lt shall not be shot at. hut the referee shall allow 
another bird in its stead. If a bird he shot at by any pursou other than 
the party at thu score, the referee shall decide whether it shall be 
scored, or another bird he allowed. In rase any contestant is balked 
or interfered with, or If there Is any other satisfactory reason to the 
referee why it should bu done, he inay allow him another bird. 

RtthK i». A shooter m*y either gather his own bird, or appoint a 
person for that purpose; but uo extraneous means shall be used to 
cither It; and no other person shall be allowed to assist in gathering. 
No bird shall bu scored a* dead, if challenged, until delivered to thu 
referee, nt the score. Time allowed, three minutes for each bird, from 
the time of challenge. Iu case a gatherer is interfered with, the ref 
un-e inay allow thu shooter another bird. No person, other than the 
gatherer, shull go between the referee and the bird being gathered. No 
bird shall be scored a* dead, unless shot marks exist. 

Rums 10. Ties at single bird* shall he decided at thirty yards rise, 
and at five birds; and at double bird*, at twenty-five yards rise, and at 
flvu pairs, each contestant, unless otherwise agreed.

Rule 14. No person whose conduct is ungentlemanlv upon the 
grounds, shall he permitted to participate 111 a contest; nml the referee 
shall so determine. 

Rule If*. A referee’s decision, in all cases, shall be flual. 

Rri.K Itt. In five ground trap contests. th« traps shall be mini here*! 
from one to five inclusive. They shall be *ut five yards apart, and each 
trap shall be thirty yard* from the score. The cords fo the traps shull be 
so arranged that, in opeuiug any trap, the shooter cannot he apprized as 
to the trap which is to be opened. The selection of thu trap shall be 
by hazard, with dice-box aud numbers, or otherwise, iu such 
manner a* to he equally fair to each contestant; 
and tbe number shall only be known to the 
puller uud referee, until the bird ha* been sprung. Tbe shooter may 
use one or both barrels at each bird: but shall not use the second bar¬ 
rel after having left tbe score. A bird shot nt while not on thu wing, 
with the first barrel, shall ho declared " no bird."

cause to them much suffering; young dogs are paittcularljr 
liable to be affected with them. Naturalists desenb .l a va 
rictv of different worms in the canine species, *} ul * N 
effects they produoe upon the health’of the animal, arc very, 
If noV enlf^simila^we shall consider them under the 
general denomination of worms. n 

K The animal affected with worms has, commonly, 11 
ous appetite, while at the same time ho falls away and look, 
sickly -his breath is offensive, and his bowels irregular, bis 
stools being sometimes thin and slimy, at others hard and 
dry. Worms are very apt to produce violent HU, and, oc¬ 
casionally continued convulsions, under which the animal 
bagel* for a lime and finally dies. The tits resulting from 
IS are sometimes of a stupid character, the animal bc- 
imr senseless, and continually going round. 

HCcme of the disease "arising from the presence of 

worms depends upon the destruction of these animals^ or 
worms, at puma upu hnwels of the dog.

By this means the b*^s of the 
eruptions are torn off, a scab is formed, and tinally, an op n 
sore The hair very generally fulls off from the parts af¬ 
fected. It ia said that white dogs and those h “ vlu ^.^ r " n! j 
wiry hair are most subject the mange different 
varieties of the disease are described — as red 
mange consisting of a red scabby eruption over 
the Vhole bodyf very difficult to heal; the a cabby 
mange, which breaks out in blotches about the back and 
is extremely contagious. White dogs, generally, are sub jut 
Ui a variety of the disease that shows itself simply by red- 

R and an intolerable itching of the skin. There is a so a £ 

variety which attacks the toes, and another the eareofdog^ d 
The disease under consideration originates from either loo 
high feeding, want of exercise, and an exclusion from the » 
w of their favorite medicine, grass, or from too f 

unwholsome food, as carrion, etc., confinement, neglect of 
cleanliness in their kennels, want of pure water, etc. v 

The cure of the mange is to be commenced by removing 
the remote cause. If it arises from too high or gross living, 
by putting the animal on a more regulated diet; if from povr- f 
erty, by increasing the quantity and quality of the food, bv f 
cleansing perfectly the Ain and kennel of the dog, by al- ( 

lowing him free exercise and pure water, etc. Sulphur ( 
should be given, occasionally, as a purge, and the aflfected ( 
parts of the skin rubbed with an ointment, made either of 
sulphur and hogs lard, with the addition of a small portion 
of oil of turpentine, or of sulphur, sal. ammoniac, and tar j 
lime water; or of train oil, one pint; oil of turpentine, half 
a pint! powdered ginger, one-quarter of a pound, and gun- I 
powder, finely powdered, half an ounce. When very bad, 
the affected parts should be rubbed with the following: sul¬ 
phur, a pound; while hellebore, powdered, half a pound; 
train oil, a quart, and spirits of turpentine a -pint; or, white 
wine half a pint; spirits of turpentine the same quaotity; 
saltpetre, in powder, two ounces, and a <|uart ofvery strong 
beer, mixed together and made milk warm. This is to be 
rubbed in with the hand upon the skin of the _ animal, tak¬ 
ing care of the eyes, and then dried by a fire, the dog being 
then put into clean straw; three dressings of this are said to 
be sufficient to remove the most, inveterate mange. The fo 
lowing is, also, highly spoken of: white hellebore, powdered, 
six ounces; su\phur, half a pound; black pepper, ground, 
two ounces; oil of tartar per deliquinne, two ounces; sal. 
ammoniac, powdered, one ounce: hogs lard, one pouud; 
and olive oil half a pint; mixed well together a portio.. to 
be rubbed upon the diseased parts night and morning, for 
seven or nine days. The first day of its use, give the dog 
ialap, thirty grains; calomel, six grains; powdered ginger, 
three grains, converve of rosea half a drachm; syrup of 
buckthorn, a few drops; form Into a ball, which isi to be 
given In a piece of fresh butter. Two days after the last 
use of the ointment, wash the dog all over with soap and 
water. For the red mange, annotating with strong mercu 
rial ointment ia recommended; in the use of this application, 
however, great care should be taken lest injurious 
result. In the use, indeed, of all these ointments, the dog 
must be kept warm and strictly dry, and fed upon a light 
diet.

NO. 1.—THE OREGON ROBIN. 

While all are familiar with the common Robin, perhaps 
few readers of Tub Field are aware that there is in this 
country a second species of Robin—a totally distinct and very 
interesting bird. Desiring to spread the knowledge of our 
birds as widely as possible, for I am thoroughly convinced 
■ that there is no more delightful or profitable branch of sei- 
, ence than ornithology, 1 shall give some .^count of the 
i Oregon Robin, as the first one of a senes of .articles whH.U 
I Tuk Field, with characteristic enterprise, will illustrate by 
[ engravings prepared from my original drawing*. 



The accompanying-figure .drawn to the life from a beau¬ 
tiful male specimen shot in California, shows the bead amt 
fore part of the body, of natural size. The bird is seen to 
be of about the size of the common Robin,and it s not very 
dissimilar in general appearance, though the black ncckl ice 
and orange-colored stripe on the side of the bead distinguish 
it at a glance. It may be more completely described as 

f °Afn/s.—Entire upper parts dark slate color, sometimes 
with a slight olive shade. Wings and tail blackish, with 
more or less of olive or plumbeous shade, according to the 
age of the quills. Wing-covcrts tipped with orange brown, 
forming two bars across the wings, and thd larger quills 
edged with the game in several places; quills also with con¬ 
cealed while at their bases. One or more of the lateral 
tail feathers lipped with white. A broad black collar across 
the breast, mounting on the side of the neck and head. 
Stripe behind the eye, the lower eyelid, and all the under 
parts of the bird, orange-brown, gradually giving way on 
the belly to whitish; vent feathers mixed orange-brown, 
plumbeous and white. Bill black. Feet yellowish. 
Length, 91 to 10 inches; extent of wings about 18; wing, 
from the bend to the end of the longest feather, 8; tail of. 

The female has the markings of the head, tail and wings 
exactly as in the male. The upper parts, instead of being 
pure dark slate tailor, have precisely the shade of those of 
the common Robin in winter. The neck ace on the breast 
is narrower iban that of the male, and colored like the back 
instead of very black. The under parts arc like those of 
the male, but of a duller shade, with more while on the 
lower belly. The young for some lime resemble the 

female. . 

This description enables any one to recognize the Oregon 
Robin or "Varied Thrush," as it is oftencr called in works 


July. They describe it as much more shy and retiring thitn 
the common Robin, and as having an entirely different song. 
During severe winter weather, it becomes more fumillar, 
often comidg about the houses and feeding on the ground 
in company with the common Robin. It is known to the 
settlers as the "spotted," "painted ” and "golden Robin, and

A nest which was found in Alasku 
l Mr. W. 11. Dali, was built in a willow-bush, about two 
ict from the ground, over a mass of debrtt which had 
slged during an overflow of the A ukon river. It was coin- 
used of fine dry mosses aud lichens, mutted together and 
lixed with grasses. Another nest, also discovered in

This is 'about the gist of the information we at present 
hisscss respecting the Oregon Robin, aud it is not as coni* 
“wcould l^ desired. While my main purpose m m- 
reducing the bird to the readers of The Field is to give 
hem the pleasure that cannot fail to follow the acquaint- 
mce of so Hue a species, 1 have another object in view. I 
want the sportsmen and naturalists of Illinois tube on he 
lookout for the Oregon Robin in their own btate. What, 
the Oregon Robin iu Illinois? Certainly ; why not? B ffis 
•an tly When l spokr of lls geographical distribution 
awhile ago. I meant its ordinary or normal range. *or be 
it known that the Oregon Robin has occasionally crossed 
the continent, and gained the Atlantic seaboard. In the 
course of my reading on I lie subject, 1 have gathered no 
less than four instances of such erratic movements. One 
Oregon Thrush was shot many years ago in New Jersey, 
and there was subsequently a second occurrence of the 
species in the same Stale. A third individual was shot at 
Islip, I/mg Island, and a fourth at Ipswich. Massachusetts. 
All these instances are duly authenticated by responsible 
persons well known to me. Why. Ihen, should not the bird 
be occasionally seen in Illinois? It would be immediately 
recognized by its peculiar coloration from the comm* 
Robins with which it might be associating The birdB ot 
most of the States east of the Mississippi have been so 
thoroughly overhauled that it would bu quito a feather in 
one's cap to add a Western species to u State list. The 
fortunate possessor of an Illinois-killed Oregon Robini would 
of course have it carefully preserved; aud would it be ask¬ 
ing too much, in return for my endeavor to bring the bird 
to his notice, to bog him to inform me of his good fortune?

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Robin or “Varied Thrush,” as it is oftoncr called in works 
on ornithology—a bird dlscoverd about a centunr ago, dur¬ 
ing Captain book’s third voyage at Nootka Sound. The 
specimens passed through the bauds of Sir Joseph Banks, 
and were described both by Pennant and Latham. In 1788, 
the bird received its first technical name, Turdie ntrvius, be¬ 
stowed by Gmelin in the thirteenth edition of Linnams 
"System of Nature." Tho celebrated traveler and natural¬ 
ist Peter 8. Pallia, rediscovered the species on Island of 
Kodiak, and named it Turdus aurorem; and in 1831 It wus 
redescribed by William Swainson, in the Fauna borealx- 
Americana, under the name of OrpKeue merulotdee. None 
of these earlier accounts contained any information of con¬ 
sequence respecting the bird's habits; nor wss its geograph¬ 
ical distribution ascertained for many years. In the United 
States, it seems to have been first noticed by two 
American naturalist*. Thomas Nultall and J. K. Town¬ 
send, who found it in Oregon. The Aral named of 
these observed its arrival on the Columbia River

Kisbeu, in Hungary.—W e have received from Captain 
Anstey. R. E., now iu charge of the renovation of the ceme¬ 
teries at Sebastopol, the report of the Hungarian stud-farms 
which he uiude for our Government, as official delegate, in 
1873 Inasmuch as the Derby winner, kisher, originally 
Mineral colt, which received Us Hungarian name only a 
day or two before running, was foaled iu these stables, a 
few extracts from Ike report cannot hut fail to be interest- 
ing. Kisber, signifying “the home farm," is near the famed 
fortress of Komorn. It comprises about 1300 acres of good 
soil but in the absence of rain, becomes too caked for the 
horses; and after much wet, too muddy. The buildings are 
by no means favorably spoken of, and Col. V. Soeat, the 
commandant, complains of its exposure to the prevalent 
east winds, and the consequent colds and influenza, which 
have necessitated the removal of weaned foals to more 
sheltered stables three miles off. Formerly there was a 
training ground here. This, however, has bceu done away 
with and now all the thoroughbred yeurlings are sold by 
auction—subjects of the Austro-Hungarian empire being 
alone allowed to bid for them. The estate was bought 
in 1858 from the Battbyany family, and the first 
stallion, Dcerslayer, was purchssed, along with five brood 
mates five younger ones, and eleven colts, fillies, and suck¬ 
lings for £1400. In 1854, the stud was largely increased 
from the Piver stables. In 1855, came Revolver, Grapesbot, 
and Chief Justice; in 1862, Teddington and Daniel O Kourke, 
with several brood mares. When Sir Tatton Sykes’ stud was 
sold, the Austrian government bought thirty six brixid 
mares; and in 1864 The Pride of England, a roan Norfolk 
horse, was a noteworthy accession, in color and quality, to 
the already splendid uaraa. On Captain Anstey b visit, 
Mineral colt appears on the list of those that were then at 


the already splendid haras.

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A Trip to Chateau Richer; or Suipe Shooting on the 
SU Lawreneo.

Tbe time had arrived when, a* must be the case with the 
best friends, Harry and I were doomed to part, though but 
(or a brief season—the special aim and object of my trip 
across the broad Atlantic, (being no other than to see Amer¬ 
ica in all its length and breadth), though long delayed at 
Harry's strong solicitation, and the magnificent sport 1 had 
enjoyed under his auspices on the broad marshes of New 
Jersey, and in the devious woodlands of fair Warwick, was 
now to’ be accomplished—and one cold Winter's afternoon 
I stepped on board the Htcamboat Mohican, for Stoninglon 
and Boston. whence I intended to visit in detail the eastern 
portion of the New England States; and crossing by the 
gorges of the Kennebec, to pass the Spring and Summer in 
the rich provinces of Canada. It was my firm intent on 
leaving my friend’s hospitable roof; to have gone quite up 
to the Aroostook, and taken there a snow-shoe tramp after 
the moose and cariboo. But many causes fell out to the 
prevention of my plan, not the least of which was the ex¬ 
ceeding mildness of the winter, and consequent want of 
snow sufficiently deep to render the sport either profitable 
or exciting. The cold months of this year were therefore 
passed in absolute inaction, at least as regards field sports. 
The double gun and Yager rifle which honest Timothy had 
with bis own hands packed in double cases, 
duly secured by painted sail-cloth covers, saw 
not the light of dayl The brace of clean 
limbed active settlers, [which, after much debate and con¬ 
sultation, I b id at length picked up—ray choico sanctioned 
by Harry’s most oracular approbation—one from that para¬ 
gon of breakers. Mike Bradford (second of that name re¬ 
nowned throughout New Jersey); the other from his English 
rival, Dilke—truly, though differing in their methods, both 
Arcadians], bad no more glorious exercise than trotting 
many a weary mile behind the well-horsed mails of the New 
England Slates, without which pleasurable interruptions to 
their hybernal slumbers, they would undoubtedly have 
rivalled Falslaflf or Fat Tom in magnitude, before the 
breaking up of winter. Though undiversified by my be¬ 
loved field sports, the winter wore away, however—and 
that, be it said, not tediously—the tardy Spring, less tardy 
in this instance than its wont, did break; and on the 14th 


in this instance than its wont, did break; and on the 14th 
day of April I started on my route toward the over-memora¬ 
ble Heights of Abraham—tne same route, too, by which the 
then renowned and gallant Arnold led bis detalchmcnt of 
backwoodsmen Into a hostile country. Greatly had I been 
misinformed concerning that same road, for beautiful 
although it be—yea! beautiful exceedingly—running along 
the wild and wooded gorge of the broad, bright Kennebec, 
up to its junction with Dead river, I must say, that as a 
road, it is most execrable. Though barely eighty miles 
from my start infMiost, it occupied me two full days to reach 
the forks of the Kennebec—thence I advanced another day, 
forty miles further through pine forests, over mountain 
heights, skirting fair wood embosomed lakes, dragged in 
a sleigh actually 

Through bush, through briar, 

Through mud, through mir«, 

to the Lines, where in a miserable hovel I was constrained to 
linger six-and-thirty most immortal hours, with no food save 
sour bread and smoked fish stowed in raucid oil, till horses 
should arrivu to take me onward from St. Francis. And 
when they did arrive, heavens! what a cortege. We pro¬ 
ceeded. No Icbs than three charettee, or small two whoeled 
Canadian carts, dragged by three lamentable carcasses, at 
which the hunyrieet pack of houuds on earth would have 
turned up their noses, conveyed me and my baggage twelve 
miles in six hours to the mail-house. There, thanks to tbe, 
kind foresight of a friend in Quebec. I wai met by a capital 
relay of fleet, strang horses, with a good saddle-horse for 
myself, furnished by Mr. Colway—the prince of postmasters 
—who, having settled many years ago at the then desolate 
St. Joseph's, has now long reaped the fruits of his industrious 
energy—a happy home, a thriving farm, the good-will and 
respect of all around him; and, more than all, the grateful 
love of the French habitants, who look up to their Monsieur 
Jem with feelings nigh akin to the old feudal loyalty, better 
deserved, too, hy the kind-hearted, sturdy and frank Eng¬ 
lishman, than by the courtliest Frank that ever owned a 
scigneury. Heaven! how delicious seemed that smoking sir¬ 
loin which graced his hospitable board; plum pudding, too, 
for it was Easter Monday, and a ripe Cheshire cheese, wdh 
no contemptible commodity of old Jamaica to hold these 
solids in solution. Dinner concluded, my good host in¬ 
formed me that canoes were ready; for lo! tbe great Chan- 
tliere, adown whose broad and cultured vale I had for some 
miles past been Journeying, swollen by the unusually early 
thaw, had laid the whole rood under water. The wind was 
fresh and cold, and dead against us, and I was glad to wrap 
my box coat close about me, to pull my fur cap over my 
shivering ears, and to crouch down beside the dogs in the 
boat’s bottom. Anon a dense snow-squall came on, hiding 
the banks on either hand, and pelting us unmercifully with 
its sharp, sleety arrows; still, with their measured chant, 
timed to the dip of their sturdy paddles, the boatmen plied 
their arms; and the sun had not yet sunk 
behind the western hills, when gladly 1 qunlfed in the clean, 
comfortable tavern at 8t. Mary’s a jorum of hot brandy 
toddy, and speedily thereafter turned into a sweet, well- 
airetl bed, the first I had slept In for uiaay a night, which 
weariness alone had rendered wakeless. On the next morn¬ 
ing bright were we up nnd early, and yet so had was the 
high road, the snow lying thereon Inplacea five feet deep, 
with ruts cut down quite lo the level of the soil, that though 
hut thirty miles uf distance, it was five hours after noon be¬ 
fore I reached Point Levi, and saw the battled heights of 
that superb Cape Diamond, which years will not educe from 
my remembrance, towering above the mist which shraudud 
the irregular gables, tbe narrow streets, and busy quays uf 
the lower town with the gigantic flood of the 81. Lawrence, 
turbid and vexed by isles of floaliug ice, wheeling in solemn 
majesty beneath it. Once arrlvod at the hospitable man¬ 
sion of my friend, the cheerful fireside, and hearty welcome, 
the genuine old English comforts unseen for many a day, 
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but unforgotten, effaced all recollections in a twinkling 
of the fatigues and disagreements of a Spring journey by 
the Kennebec, which has become now—tedious us it was at 
the time, and toilsome—one of the many, many passages in 
life concerning which we feel the deep truth and philosophy 
of the sweet Mantuan's sentiment,

Where all was new and beautiful and famous—and oh 
how wonderfully beautiful are all the environs of that Amer¬ 
ican Oibralter—it must not bo imagined that my thoughts 
turned instantly toward field sports. Many delightful days 
were given to society, many to visiting the mighty—a thous¬ 
and times more mighty than I had fancied them—fortifica¬ 
tions of the strang Hill Town—the citadel, with its unrivalled 
panoramic view—the plains of Ahraham, rich with the 
memories of those whose names are history—and 
all the sublime scenery around them. But anon 
when, as it were, in tbe twinkling of an eye 
the snow which lay so deep when I arrived in every 
vale and hollow, vanished as if by magic! when the trees, 
which not three days before had been Bare and dry and sap¬ 
less, burst out as if stricken by some beneficient enchant¬ 
er's wand, into bright, tender greenery; when the incessant 
chorus of the vernal frogs was mended with the weak but 
cheerful strain of the American robin; when the winds be¬ 
gan to breathe with a soft, balmy whisper, and the sun to 
wax very warm at mid-day; then did the innate passion stir 
up tbe inward man, and I began to query concerning the 
Spring sports of Canada. Not much, however, did I learn 
to encourage me in the pursuit—a few unhappy woodcock— 
which, I blush while I write, the Canadian sports¬ 
men blush not to slaughter, when they should be most safe 
from violence, just in the act of muting, and Borne rare, 
scattered snipe, to be found at far intervals by some land- 
runnel, or snow-swollen streamlet in the bare open fields, 
were all the hopes held out to me by the sage heads of the 
Quebec sporting world. “Had you been three months 
later”—they all held to the same tale—“we could have 
shown you such snipe shooting as the world cannot show 
besides. You may kill sixty couple any day in July or 
August, at Chateau Richer or Crane Island; but now it's of 
no use at all; you may walk all day and get a wrethced 
couple, or two couple at the best!” “But why?" I still per¬ 
sisted, “why? Don't the birds come on here in Spring 
flocks?” "Only in straggling whisps, five or six at a time, 
wild, watchful, scattered, making no stay among us.” 
“True, in the fields I can believe you readily; but in the 
marshes, at this CbAtcau Richer which you speak of?" 
“None are ever killed there in the Spring?” “But why not? 
Did you ever go there in Spring? Did anybody ever go?” “No, 
no one ever goes in Spring; it waa uo use,” etc., ana so in all 
the plenitude of my self-wisdom, and, as I funded of expe¬ 
rience, I convinced myself that the reason no birds were 
killed in Spring was simply that no one went to kill them; 
nnd that I should find all the marshes full, und do great 
things. To this notable conclusion 1 partially succeeded in 
bringing a young friend of mine, a good shot and staunch 
walker, ana highly promising, although young sportsman. 
So we two—very queerly determining to give the old shots 
a lesson—set forth one lovely afternoon to introduce Spring 
snipe shooting on the St. Lawrence. After a hearty lun¬ 
cheon on mutton-chops and right good ale, we chartered a 
marche-donc.n two- wheeled vehicle nut much unlike to a New 
England chaise or New York gig,save that it has no head,and 
in lieu of a dashboard a horizontal strip of wood Bix or seven 
inches wide whereon the driver sits, encouraging his active, 
stout, and docile cob by the two talismanic words whence 
comes the title of the vehicle. Into this we ensconced our¬ 
selves with gun-cases and carpet-bags, and due provision of 
tea, sugar, brandy, and bottled porter; and then my two 
setters and friend Aleck’s spaniels, Top senior and Top 
junior, trotting along bchiqd us, followed by almost hetcro- 
genious group of turnspits, mastiffs, terriers, and curs of low 
degree, through the sweet suburb of St. Roche. Away we 
went across the long bridge over the St. Charles river, 
through Beaufort, with its handsome church midway the 
opposite hill toward the sublime fall of the Montmorenei. 
Here for a while we paused to gratify ourselves with a Bight 
never too often to be seen of that most lovely cataract, and 
to refresh our good, chunky little horse, who had trotted 
along most unremittingly, with three Btout men and their 
baggage, at a rate of full ten miles the hour. After a little 
stay we started—and I shall not inflict upon my redder, if 
happily I find one, the hundred times described description 
of the falls—and for the sketch which I took on the spot it 
pertains in nowise to snipe shooting, so pass it!—intent on 
reaching Chateau Richer in time to get an hour or two of 
shooting before sunset. The road was very lovely, the sea¬ 
son ana the evening exquisite. Ten miles we drove along 
the marge of the magnificent St. Lawrence, his broad and 
sea-like waters rippling and sparkling to our right, with a 
fair verge of cultured fields, meadows and garden grounds, 
und here and there an orchard lying between them and the 
road; while to our left a steep and abrupt bank, fringed with 
dense underwood, overhung us, a thousand Bmull transpar 
ent torrents brawling and gurgling down its fianks, were 
lost in the mighty river. Hundreds of whitewashed cot¬ 
tages, gab'e end to the road, looked out upon the meadows 
and the gorgeous stream, and many an elm tree, centuries 
old, drooped with its newly budding garlands over the 
winding wheel-track. In short, the whole road is a village, 
a long, long straggling village; every house clean and tidy 
to a wonder, with whitewashed walls and white blinds to 
the well glazed casements, and neatly painted stands with 
flowers, moss roses and fine clove carnations adorning every 
window; and peasant maids with their black roguish eves 
and broad-leafed bats uf home-made straw, and short, full 
petticoats of homespun, laughing and courtesying to the 
strangers from every open door. And this is the country, 
this the people, which a few desperate demagogues among 
themselves, nnd a few traitorz in the councils of the mother 
country, would make us believe—would make themselves 
believe—to be oppressed and wretched! The merriest, the 
happiest, tbe most contented, the most quiet-minded 
people whom the sun looks on in his whole career 
of glory. Without a tax to pay, without a 
want which their own land supplies not, Al¬ 
most an illustration of old Arcadian pastorals 
—spinning their own cloth from the wool Bhorn from 
their owo sheep, tanning thuir own leather, weaving their 
own hats, grinding their own grain, ruining every article 
they wear, or cut, or use—brandy and lea nlone excepted— 
their laws, their language, thuir religion guaranteed to 
them, they can be tanked into rebellion only by their worst 
enemies, the agitators, under most specious lies!

Jungles on the Jordan. t 

The Boston Adtertiaer has a letter from j 
Jerusalem, which says: “One of the re¬ 
markable things connected with the Jordan 
iB its Jungles, which are confined to the 
banks of the river. Thistles, briers, canes, 
vines, willows, tamarisks, and many other 
trees and shrubs grow so thick and rank 
that it is often impossible to penetrate to the 
water’s edge. After having once Been 
these iuDgles, one censes to wonder why 
the boars and other wild animals which fre¬ 
quent such place* have never been extermi¬ 
nated. Here their retreat is secure. One 
day recently, in a canebreak or j ungle 
where I had succeeded in penetrating a 
short distance, I started a wild boar not ten 
feet from me, and I may safely say that he 
started me, or startled me at least. But as 
he ran it did not become necessary for me 
to do so, even if I had been able. He made 
a tremendous crashing as he dashed through 
the dry canes and bushes, but the jungle 
was so thick that 1 could not point my rifie 
at him at all. Besides boars, jackals, hy¬ 
enas, ichneumons and other jyild animals 
frequent these jungles; and birds are also 
found here in great numbers and variety. 
Among four-footed animals in Syria, the 
leopard is destined soon to become extinct. 
They are found now only in the wildest and 
most inaccessible gorges, and even there 
but seldom. Large amounts have been 
offered for their skins, and native hunters 
are constantly on the lookout for them. A 
few years ago one could obtain a reasonable 
number of leopard skins without difficulty, 
while now it is impossible to get even one 
at any price. "

The red-roan cow (Lon¬ 
don Duchess 15th), 8 years, was a good sec¬ 
ond in the price-list, being knocked down to 
F J Bnrker, Paris, Kentucky, for 
Roan Duchess, 7th, of Bow Park, a two- 
year-old roan cow,sired by Duke of BarriDg- 
ton, and of fine form, sold for $3,200. Belle 
Duchess, 11th, of Plumbwood, red and 
white, 3 year*, by 20th Duke of Airdine, 
went to William N. Thompson & Sons, of 
Clark county, Kentucky, for $3,050. ruber- 
rose, 4th, of Brattleboro, red cow, live- 
year-old, Earl of Grass Hill, realized $3,025 
with her bull calf two weeks old. These 
topped $3,000, but many excellent animals 
fetched high prices. Of the bulls, the king

Eggs and Cold. 


the Okcfenokec Swamp report that it meas¬ 
ures 142 miles in circumference, and, with 
the sinuosities 180 miles around. This vast 
formation, 80 miles long and 17 miles wide, 
is the largest Bwamp in the United States. 
It lies in the southeastern part of Georgia, 
but partly in northern Florida. Here is the 
Suwunee River, made famous by the negro 
melody of the “Old Folks at Home. It 
traverses a large section of upper Florida, 
is bordered with vuluable cypress and other 
timber, and empties Into the gulf at a point 
18 mile* above Cedar Key*. Okefenokee 
Swamp was for generations a refuge for 
runaway slaves. Indians have lived there 
until recently, cultivating gardens; and in 
the depths of the jungles and forests are 
thousands of bears, and a great many 
Florida “tiger*”—the cougar, or American 
panther. One curious experience of the 
surveying party was to find themselves at 
one lime, while in the midst of a great 
swamp, suffering for water. The discovery 
of a lot of mounds, "probably built by a 
race of men existing before the Indians, ’ is 
also reported. Several skeletons were 
taken out of them, but some crumbled as 
soot) as expo sed to the air. 

—At the mouth of Cattaraugus Creek J. 
E. Post has a number of net*. The other 
day twar of them were raised, the first con¬ 
taining 87 sturgeon and 000 pounds of scale 
fish, and the other 72 sturgeon and 400 
pounds of other fish—the two nets aggrega¬ 
ting 7,600 pounds.

Of any three or four treated ()( 
thus one or other always breaks its shell; j 
and the contents both of these and of the 
unbroken ones were found solidly frozen, jj 
After remaining one or two hours in the 
mixture (the temperature of which quickly h 
went down to —7 deg. to—10 deg for 30 to ^ 
40 minutes, rising again to—4 deg., or—:> () 
deg. (*) by the end of the second hour, the y 
unbroken eggs were taken out, washed ami S( 
dried, and placed in the hatching oven, hav- 
ing a temperature between 30 and 40 deg.; v 
and after ten days they were examitied. in v 
every case a normal embyro was found to s 
be developed, without the least trace of j. 
anomaly. They were in all respects like . 
the normal embryos of eggs that had been 
placed in the hatching oven without pre¬ 
vious exposure to cold. M. Colasanti, re¬ 
marks that the fact is in harmony with a 
large number of other natural history facts, 
which all together show that the germs of 
organisms possess a considerably greater 
power of resistance than the completed or¬ 
ganisms themselves.
